Federal Officials Watch 
for Definite Move in 
Financial Dictatorship; 
Congressmen Interested

WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—If Gov- 
ernor Talmadge finds it neces- 
sary to divert state highway funds to 
meet other general expenses of the 
state in lieu of a new appropriation 
bill, Georgia stands to lose at least 
$1,000,000 and possibly as much as 
$4,350,000 in federal highway money, 
officials of the United States Bureau 
of Roads revealed here today. 

The threatened loss in federal funds 
revolves around a section of the Hay- 
den-Cartwright act of June, 1934. 
which provides for a penalty of one- 
third of federal highway allotments 
against states diverting local funds, 

In Atlanta, Governor Talmadge said 
last night Georgia is in no danger of 
losing any federal highway money be- 
cause of illegal application or misuse 
of state highway funds. 

Law to Be Followed. 

“Bveryone in Georgia knows that 
there never has been a dime of high- 
way moneg misused under the Tal- 
madge administration,” the Governor 
said. “And, nearly everyone except 
those few who would like to see mis- 
takes made, knows that the money of 
Georgia taxpayers always will be used 
for the purposes for which it was in- 
tended. The highway department has 
deen and will be operated in strict 
- adherence to the law,” 

Officials here said the penalty would 
be mandatory against all regular fed- 
eral-aid highway appropriations, but 
were not certain yet whether it would 
apply to other highway and grade 
crossing allotments under the 34,880, 


000,000 Works Relief program. A 
legal opinion will be necessary to de- 
termine the latter application if the 
question is raised. 

Under the Hayden-Cartwright act, 
making appropriations for federal 
highway construction, Georgia receiv- 
ed an allotment of $3,168,221 for the

Nations Must Take Indi- 
vidual Responsibility 
for Their Actions, II 
Duce Declares in Rome. 


ROME, Jan. 24.—(/)—Benito Mus- 
solini served sharp and direct warn- 
ing on his 52 sanctionist adversaries 
today against -inging Italy with steel. 

Calling the British-initiated Mediter- 
ranean security arrangements a “dan- 
ger to European peace,” Il Duce re- 
affirmed his country’s contention that 
sanctionist nations must take indi- 
vidual responsibility for their actions. 

He sent Italy’s “most formal reser- 
vation and protest” against the League- 
of-Nations-announced British memo- 
randum on a five-power Mediterranean 
mutual assistance accord direct to the 
half-hundred sanctiqnist nations, ignor- 
ing the League’s sanctions committee 
of eighteen. 

Great Britain, France and the other 
nations, Mussolini charged, have im- 
properly based their negotiations for 
Mediterranean security on an “arbi- 
trary and non-existent hypothesis” of 
Italian attack. 

The arrangements, Italy contended, 
were conducted outside the League 
covenant. 

Britain’s memorandum, published at 
Geneva Wednesday, disclosed Britain, 
France, Greece, Turkey and Yugo- 
slavia had agreed to pool their mili- 
tary, naval and aerial forces in the 
event of an unprovoked Italian assault.

INGREASED 10 123 


NewAssault FromNorth- 
west Presages Revival 
of Frigid Temperature. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 24.—(#)—Fresh 
snows swept out of the northwest to- 
night in the van of a new cold wave. 

The double assault presaged a swift 


end to the brief respite from some 
of the most frigid weather of the cen- 
tury. 

Although temperatures eased slow- 
ly upward during the day from South 
Dakota to New York, subzero and 
subfreezing conditions formed the rule 
in the northern states. A recapitula- 
tion showed 129 persons had died in 
16 states from causes traceable direct- 
ly or indirectly to three days of ab- 
normal frigidity. 

Snow was forecast all the way to 
the Atlantic seaboard. Meteorologisst 
said :t would be followed by “unusual 
cold” in the north-central states no 
later than Sunday. 

The mercury climbed slowly trom 
rarely reached depths. It reae — 0 
at Park Rapids, Minn. —38 at Grand 
Forks, N. D.; —36 at Galena and 
Mundelein, III.; —32 at Decorah, 
Iowa; —15 at Washington Court- 
house, Ohio; —26 at Watertown, 8. 
D.; —31 at Rhinelander, Wis.; —17 
at Marion, Ind.; —12 at Escanaba, 
Mich.; —10 at Pittsburgh, and —2 
at Kansas City. 

Chicago’s temperature rose above 
the zero mark for the first time in 
54 hours when it reached 1 above at 
1 p. m. It raised another notch an 
hour later then—as in most other 
states—went into a decline.

LONDON, Jan; 24.—()—The Brit- 
ish people marched through cold, fog 
and darkness tonight to pay their last 
respects to King George. 


Despite a chilling wind, rising 

sharply akter sunset, they came in 
throdies of tens of thousands to West- 
minster Hall, where the dead monarch 
lies in state to walk swiftly past the 
catafalque. 

The late king’s subjects, foregather- 
ing in Parliament square to take their 
ag in lime, presented a scene rare 

British history. It ‘appeared the en- 
tire nation was moving like pilgrims 
towards a single spot. 

Sorrowing Citizens came through 
the streets in solid phalanxes, some- 
times filling the toadway from curb 
to curb. 

The only break in the continuous 
public pilgrimage to the catafalque 
was at 6 p. m., then the hall was 
cleared as King Edward, the widowed 
queen mother and other members of 
the royal family came for 15 minutes 
of silent tribute. Their visit, to gaze 
upon the face of the dead king, was 
unexpected.

Rev. Gerald I. I K. Smith 
Announces Coalition To 
Fight F. D. Roosevelt. 


A coalition of the forces of the „late 
Huey P. Long with those of Governor 
Talmadge to fight renomination of 
President Roosevelt was announced 
yesterday by the Rev. Gerald L. K. 
Smith, national organizer of “Share 
Our Wealth” clubs. 

“We are going to have a unified 
front in the presence of an emergency | 
that threatens the south,” Smith said. | 

He emphasized, however, that there 
has been no actual “amalgamation of 
Talmadge and Huey Long forces.” 

The preacher, an ardent follower of 
the late Louisiana senator, made his 
announcement in the presence of Gov- 
ernor Talmadge, a persistent and out- 
spoken critic of President Roosevelt 
and the New Deal. 

“Just Quote Him“ —Talmadge. 

Talmadge had few words on the 
announcement. “Just quote him,” he 
said. 

Smith, who some time after Long 
was slain, announced he might be a 
candidate for president; said he ould 
be on the program of the „Grass 
Roots” convention of anti- Roosevelt 
leaders at Macon Wednesday. 

The Macon assembly, styled a gath- 
ering of “Jeffersonian” democrats, is 
sponsored by Talmadge, who also ha 
announced he is a conditional candi- 
date for the democratic presidential 
nomination, and John H. Kirby, Tex- 
as lumberman who heads the Southern 
Committee to Uphold the Constitu- 
tion. 

Smith said his subject at the Na- 
con meeting would be “an interpreta- 
tion of the anti-Roosevelt victory in 
the Louisiana primary,” in which 
the faction of the late Senator Long 
triumphed over the anti-Long forces. 

Long, like Talmadge, had been one 
of the New Deal’s most persistent foes 
and his followers since have, continued 
this attitude of opposition. 

“Louisiana was the first state in 
the south that ever repudiated a dem- 
ocratic president while he was in of- 
fice,” Smith said. “Lonisiana did not 
repudiate the democrafic party.

Southern forests will be the estab- 
lished home of America’s wild life, it 
was determined yesterday at a con- 
ference of supervisors of southern na- 
tional forests which ended last night 
at Forest Service headquarters in the 
Glenn building. 

Continued close co-operation be- 
tween the federal government for- 
esters and the foresters and fish and 
game wardens of the southern states 
will make the south one of the most 


k important game areas in the world, it 


was announced. 

E. W. Tinker, assistant chief for- 
ester from Washington, D. C., an 
Joseph C. Kircher, southern regional 
forester, said results accomplished 
through the co-operation of the Unit- 
ed States Forest Service and the 
Georgia fish and game commission 
have paved the way for similar 
achievements by other states through- 
out the south. : 

Southern Supervisors Here. 

National forest supervisors from 
North Carolina, Tennessee, South 
Carolina, Florida, Alabama and six 
other southern states represented at 
the conference were in agreement that 
under the conservation program now in 
progress throughout the south rapid 
strides will be made in the next few 
years in restoring the abundant game 
resources that once existed throughout 
this section of the United States. 

Kircher said Herbert L. Stoddard, 
game authority of Thomasville, Ga., 
had recently visited à federal game 
refuge on the Cherokee National for- 
est, in north Georgia, where he saw 
the results of work accomplished by 
the Forest Service and Game Com- 
missioner Zack D. Cravey in propa- 
gating deer and turkey.

Under the Works Relief program 
Georgia has been given an allotment 
of $4,895,949 for eo crossing elimi- 
nation and $4,988, for highway con- 
struction.

Roosevelt’s Message 
Vetoing Bonus Bill 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—(AP.J)— 
President Roosevelt's message to 
congress, vetoing the cash payment 
bonus measure, follows: 


To the House of Representatives: 

I return herewith, without my ap- 
proval, H. R. Bill 9870 entitled “An 
act to provide for the immediate pay- 
ment of World War adjusted sery- 
ice certificates, for the cancellation 
of unpaid interest accrued on loans 
secured by such certificates, and for 
other purposes.” 

On May 22, 1935, in disapproving 
a bill to pay the bonus in full im- 
mediately instead of in 1945, I gave 
in person to a joint session of the 
congress complete and explicit rea- 
sons for my action. 

The bill I now return differs from 
last year’s bill in only two impor- 
tant respects: First, it eliminates 
the issuance of unsecured paper cur- 
rency to make the payments required 
and substitutes interest bearing 
bonds, which, however, may be con- 
verted into cash for face value at 
any time; second, it adds $263,000,- 
000 to the total payments by forgiv- 
ing interest after October 1, 1931, 
on amounts borrowed. 

In all other respects, the eireum- 
stances, arguments and facts remain 
essentially the same as those fully 
covered and explained by me only 
eight months ago. 

I respectfully refer the members 
of the senate and of the house of 
representatives to every word of what 
I said then.

THOMAS ASSAILS

NEW YORK, Jan. 24.—(#)—Nor- 
man Thomas, socialist and liberal lead-

THE SCOTTSBORO VERDICT 

For the fourth consecutive time 
an Alabama jury has convicted Hey- 
wood Patterson) one of the seven 
negro defendants charged with rape 
in the so-called ‘Scottsboro case,” 
that has been dragged through the 
courts now for nearly five years. 


Those who are most familiar with 
the facts in the case are convinced 
that the verdicts have been justified 
by the evidence, and it is time that 
outside meddlers should let Ala- 
bama attend to its own affairs. 


Public sentiment throughout the 
state is in accord with the verdicts 
of the juries and the sentences that 
have been imposed for the crime 
of which Patterson was convicted, 
and there is, naturally, resentment 
against the attitude of outsiders 
seeking to dictate to the state how 
it should dispense justice. 


Some of those who have inter- 
ested themselves in these cases are 
sincere in their pelief that this 
group of negroes have not received 
fair and impartial trials—but the 
chief reason actuating the radical 
organizations that have seized upon 
the Scottsboro cases to launch a 
nation-wide hue and cry is the op- 
portunity presented tooraise a huge 
“defense” fund for their own ends. 

The demand that this group of 
defendants be freed, regardless of 
the verdicts of the courts, has been 
voiced chiefly by subversive organ- 
izations which advocate principles 
radically at variance with the doc- 
trines upon which the American 
government is based. 

Within the past year these radical 
organizations have been withdrawn 
from the limelight of the case, but 
they are still primarily responsible 
tor continuation of the effort to 
tell Alabama how it shall conduct 
its affairs.” ° 

The significant comment of the 
New York lawyer who is now chief 
counsel. for the defense that the 
latest conviction will be fought 
“with all the resources we can 
command,” will be the basis for a 
demand for more funds, and so long 
as the financial resources ho'd out, 
these outside meddlers will continue 
to misrepresent Alabama. 

Those who, through ignorance or 
misinformation, are sincere in their 
support of these efforts should real- 
ize that the activities of the New 
York Scottsboro defense committee 
are doing the cause they espouse 
more harm than good. 


FARMING IN GEORGIA 

The Nashville (Ga.) Herald re- 
ports that progressive farmers in 
that area, now that the AAA has 
been discarded as unconstitutional, 
are planning a voluntary parity pro- 
duction program, and Joe Lawrence, 
editor of the Herald and veteran 
champion of comprehensive diversi- 
fied farming, comments: 

This program, with due attention to 
the development of more and better 
cattle that are now in much demand 
by our increasing packing plants and 
creameries, as well as numerous con- 
densing and evaporating milk con- 
cerns, who are anxious to locate in 
south Georgia, as soon as the milk 
supply will warrant them in doing 
so, warrants that farmers of south 
Georgia should take cognizance of 
this situation and prepare to supply 
the demand. 

If this natural line of farming were 
established properly in Georgia, there 
would be an era of prosperity in the 
state that could not be produced in 
any other way, for farming cannot 
be permanently prosecuted profitably 
when livestock is divorced from it.

THE DIGEST POLL ANALYZED 


lot used by the Literary Digest in 
its poll of the strength of the New 
Deal—-the voter being asked to an- 
swer the question, “Do you now 
approve the acts and policies of the 
Roosevelt New Deal to date?’’——-but 
the manner in which the returns 
were announced, makes the poll an 
unreliable indication of the popu- 
larity of the President, it is pointed 
out by the St. Louis Times-Star. 

The final report of the Digest 
poll shows 62.66 per cent opposi- 
tion to the policies of the New Deal, 
with 37.34 per cent approval, with 
each report for the nine weeks of 
the poll showing a steady increase 
in the opposition majority. 

In contradiction to this result, 
the regularly monthly poll taken by 
America Speaks on the standing of 
the President with the people, re- 
veals that in the first week of Jan- 
uary he would have received the 
support of 53 per cent of the 
voters, with an opposition vote of 
47 per cent, and that a definite 
gain in his popularity had been reg- 
istered during the month of De- 
cember. 

In commenting upon the appar- 
ently decreasing strength of the ad- 
ministration, the Times-Star points 
out that The Digest began with a 
mixture of middle western and 
southern states, where the New Deal 
was comparatively strong, and later 
began to feed in the vote of indus- 
trial states where the New Deal was 
weak, the percentage of Roosevelt 
votes in the first five states being 
70.38, 41.16, 44.67, 46.82 and 
$2.06, while the percentage for 
Roosevelt in the last five states 
announced was 28.04, 34.70, 31.37, 
24.85 and 39.62,” 

The St. Louis newspaper goes on 
to show that— 

The entire poll was listorted by 
holding back*the big industrial states 
of the east. Among the last five to 
be included were New York, Pennsyl- 
venia and New Jersey, which alone 
cast more than one-fourth of all the 
ballots in the straw vote. Yet not 
one of their votes was included in 
the count until the seventh week. Why 
were they omitted? They are located 
nearest to the Literary Digest of- 
fice. Their votes should have come 
in first. Yet they were held back, 
and the editors of the Literary Digest 
went on, week after week, telling its 
readers about a constantly diminish- 
ing Roosevelt vote, when the loss was 
wholly due to the order in which the 
Digest editors added the votes of va- 
riou states. 

Does the Literary Digest believe 
that these facts will not become known 
to the people of this country? And 
when they become known, what will 
be the effect upon the Literary Di- 
gest’s reputation as an impartial con- 
ductor of straw votes, even among 
those who sympathize with the results 
attained? 

The Constitution does not attrib- 
ute to the Literary Digest any de- 
sire to deliberately mislead its read- 
ers, but certainly the phrasing of 
the question on the ballots sent 
out prevents the result of the poll 
from being a true barometer of the 
present popularity of the President 
with the voters, and the manner in 
which votes were announced and 
the fact that more than a fourth of 
the ballots listed in the final totals 
were from rock-ribbed republican 
States, throws reasonable doubt on 
the value of the poll as reflecting 
the sentiment of the country as a 
whole. 

The monthly poll of America 
Speaks, carefully conducted and di- 
gested by experts who have spent 
many years in conducting surveys 
of various kinds, is a more depend- 
able baromieter of what the outcome 
of a presidential election would be if 
held at this time.

a hush unbroken by hymn or sob, 


Four mounted men in black with 
wristlets suggesting nothing as much 
as shaving brushes on their rather 
nondescript black hats rode before the 
gun carriage. A special guard from 
the king’s 1 of the grenadiers 
walked beside the coffin swinging their 
arms and stepping along in the dis- 
tinctive peacetime British military 
stride, which is almost a goosestep. 

There are five regiments of guards, 
and each regiment has a king's com- 
pany composed of picked men over six 
eet tall. The escort wore tall fuzzy 
busbies designed originally to exag- 
gerate the height of the soldiers and 
intimidate men in little hats. That, 
however, was before the day of gas 
and machine guns, those great equal- 
izers before which the smallest man 
is as big as the giant and vice versa, 
so nowadays the busbies are worn 
only in peacetime to adorn occasions 
and entice be-glamored recruits into 
the army. 

Behind the gun carriage three civil- 
ians in formal black mourning sttode 
along, the new king in the middle, his 
brothers, the Duke of York and the 
Duke of Gloucester, beside him.

In 1911, when Berlin started his 
unbroken cycle of song hits by writ- 
ing Alexander's Ragtime Band,”

in the “front rooms” now reserved 
for the radio. Sound pictures had been 
dreamed of by a few advanced vision- 
aries, but were still a full 18 years 
from realization. 

Song writers created their compo- 
sitions for singing around the family 
piano. Public release of their songs 
was limited to the stage, to such 
gathering pl.ces as Nigger Mike's 
Bowery Ca ret, where Berlin himself 
served an apprenticeship as singing 
waiter, and eventually to phonograph 
records. 

“What a difference today,” Berlin 
commented. “Through radio, new songs 
of 1936 are carried immediately to 
millions of homes. From the screens 
of tens of thousands of motio# picture 
theaters they are sung to audiences of 
millions, The microphone has become 
their magic medium of worldwide dis- 
semination.” 

To song writers, this has meant 
both greater opportunity and vastly 
more competition, according to Berlin. 
The tremendous and continuous de- 
mands of radio and screen must be 
met, which means that more songs 
must be written. But to stand out 
—— ows many N win more than the 
m ransitory favor, a song must 
indeed be distinctive. .

WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—(4)— 
The AAA though shorn of its major 

wers—emphasized today it still has 
egal machinery for programs in im- 
portant crops—such as the south’s 
peanuts, watermelons, celery, pecans 
and citrus fruits. 

Analyzing its remaining authority, 
AAA said: 

“In the opinion of the Department 
of Agriculture, the supreme court’s 
decision did not involve those pro- 
visions of the Agricultural Adjust- 
ment Act which concern marketing 
agreements and orders, surplus re 
moval, export, and cattle disease erad- 
ication activities.”

A proposed marketing agreement 
and order for handlers of watermelons 
grown in North Carolina, South Caro- 
lina, Georgia and Florida will be con- 
sidered at a series of five public 
hearings, the first a: Laurinburg, N. 

Milk marketing 
ments are in effect in two southern 
cities. Cattle direase eradication pro- 
grams are operative in several states. 

Peanuts, an important Dixie crop, 
still can be reached by an AAA pro- 
gram; in the opinion of efficials han- 
dling the program, They pointed out 
the payments to producers for divert- 
ing peanuts to oil involved no produc 
tion control, as banned by the su- 
preme court.

We have allowed them to deteriorate 


during the years of the financial dis- 
turbance from which we are now 
emerging. We have failed to do even 
the essential things that are called 
for if we are to, spare ourselves still 
greater expense at a later date: Roofs 
that leak rip off plaster that even- 
tually must 4a replaced. Faulty foun- 
dations are apt to fail, necessitating 
a heavy outlay for repairs. 

“Some of us have overlooked the 
rapid strides made by industry in the 
last few years to make our living 
more comfortable. They do not cost 
much and are easy to finance if one 
knows how. Under the modernization 
credit plan of the Federal Housing Ad- 
ministration, it is possible to obtain 
from private lending institutions the 
money necessary for home improve- 
ment on very easy terms. And the cost 
is slight. 

“Sums up to $2,000 may be obtain- 
ed. The money comes, not from the 
Federal Housing Administration, but 
from private financial 
such as banks, trust companies and 
building and loan associations holding 
Federal Housing Administration con- 
tracts of insurance. Repayment is 
made in equal monthly installments, 
like one buys his car. 

“The cost is slight. The charge of $5 
discount for each $100 face value of 
a one-year note. 

“The official representatives of the 
Federal Housing Administration, who 
will be at the clinic to give free and 
confidential advice to the people of At- 
lanta, will be glad to explain the plan 
in detail, and also to explain the sin- 
gle mortgage system for financing the 
purchase of homes.“

MEETS TOMORROW 


Session of State Executive 
Body Will Be Held 


in Macon. 


State executive committee of the 
Disabled American Veterans of the 
World War will hold a meeting at 11 
o'clock tomorrow morning in Macon. 
Announcement of the meeting came 
simultaneously with the release by 
Brigadter General Frank T. Hines, ad- 
ministrator of veterans’ affairs in 
Washington, of his annual report. 

During 1935, 336,876 veterans of the 
World ar received compensation 
from the government because of dis- 
abilities suffered in the war, accord- 
ing to the report. Average amount 
161 veterans was $40 a month, it 
said. 

There were 106.897 veterans admit- 
ted to hospitals last year for treat- 
ment or domiciliary care, the report 
pointed out. Of that number, it said, 
1.177 were admitted to hospitals in 
Georgia. Patients who died in hospi- 
tals during 1935 numbered 7,253 as 
compared with 5,334 in 1934. 

At present, according to the report, 
there are 7.178 disabled veterans of 
the World War residing in Georgia, 
who suffer disabilities from their war- 
time service. Many Georgia veterans, 
the report said, have been admitted to 
one of the 78 government hospitals lo- 
cated in other states of the Union.

It is believed that the body found 
on St. George’s Island was that of 
Aaron Sarvis or Roy Maddox, who 
were washed overboard from a boat 
during a recent storm, though the 
dentist did not say whose body it was, 
Mrs. Ackerly said.

Her attorney, A. B. Galloway, has re- 
vealed that she will testify she killed 
her husband in a “brainstorm” of 
jealousy and because she was “ap- 
prehensive for her life.” 

After testifying that Root repeated- 
ly tormented her with stories about 
his affairs with other women, she told 
the jury that he frequently told her 
of contracting a disease while “run- 
ning around. 

She said she separated from her 
husband in April because he made it 
so impossible for me I could not stay 
any longer.” She said she took her 
son, George, 4, with her. 

Mrs. Root said Root talked to her 
frequently afterwards of Lucile Under- 
wood, 19-year-old “cigaret girl,“ over 
whom they quarreled at a night club 
a few hours before the slaying. 

Once, she said, she agreed to go 
back to her husband after he promised 
he would “be good to me, and not 
see Lucile Underwood again.” 

To Go Elsewhere. 

“One Sunday N I asked him 
to take me somewhere, but he said he 
had to go somewhere else,” Mrs. Root 
continued. “That afternoon he came 
over to the house where I was staying, 
and told me he had been to tell Lu- 
eile goodbye. . He said she cried 
and said she would commit suicide. 
He laughed about it. I said ‘that’s no 
laughing matter, I love you enough to 
do that.’ He said he had been told 
that so much, it meant nothing. 

She said Root beat her so severely 
before the birth of her son, who was 
in the courtroom, that “he caused a 
miscarriage.” She said Mrs. Benja- 
min Franklin Root, his mother, and 
the wife of the Chicago clerygman, 
“pulled him off of me.”

This association 
recently has become particularly ac- 
tive in awakening a civic interest 
in merchants and individauls. A dan- 
gerously small percentage of people 
control the ballot box. Until the peo- 
ple make themselves a vital part of 
city, county, state and federal govern- 
ment, they are not the good citizens 
they profess to be.“ 

Dickson cited the work done by 
one large Atlanta department store 
in increasing the percentage of reg- 
istered voters in the store personnel. 
This firm, he reported, found that 
only 6.4 per cent of their employes 
were registered. At the end of a 
short campaign the total rose to more 
than 92 per cent. Mr. Dickson urged

“I don’t want to forecast snow, 
but the weather that is heading our 
way is in the form of snow today in 
the Mississippi valley. The snow may 
continue into Atlanta. It may change 
to rain, before it reaches here, but it 
will be one or the other and it will 
be much warmer than it has been.”
